Nuneaton 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Statistical 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  of  the  Borough  during  the  year 
1951. 

Vital  Statistics 

In  April,  1951,  the  first  National  Census  for  twenty  years 
showed  the  total  population  to  be  54,408,  compared  with  46,521, 
for  a  similar  area  in  1931.  The  actual  increase  of  7,887,  is  the 
equivalent  of  394  persons  per  year,  15  every  14  days  during  the 
entire  period;  but  the  last  twenty  years  have  seen  such  vast 
upheavals  in  our  national  life  that  the  most  recent  annual  figures 
give  a  more  accurate  indication  of  what  is  happening  at  the 
present  time.  For  instance  the  expected  increase  from  mid  1950 
till  mid  1951  (births  minus  deaths)  was  345,  whereas  the  actual 
increase  was  180  showing  the  emigration  of  165  persons  during 
the  year  or  five  every  eleven  days.  It  is  a  matter  of  some  import¬ 
ance  to  find  out  at  what  ages  this  emigration  is  taking  place  and 
the  results  of  the  census  are  awaited  with  interest.  The  birth 
rate  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1950  and  approximately  47  per 
cent,  of  births  occurred  in  houses  in  the  town  and  were  attended 
by  domiciliary  midwives. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

The  general  health  services  remained  substantially  the  same 
but  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help 
received  from  the  local  hospitals,  from  Whitley  Hospital,  Coventry, 
and  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Coventry,  all  of  whom 
have  provided  me  with  information  from  time  to  time  which  has 
been  of  great  assistance. 

Sanitary  and  Environmental  Circumstances 

Following  an  enquiry  during  the  year  the  Nuneaton  Water 
Order  was  made  at  the  very  beginning  of  1952. 

In  the  Water  Supply  Survey  Report  for  Leicestershire  and 
adjacent  areas  it  was  recommended  that  Nuneaton  should  relin¬ 
quish  its  present  bulk  supply  from  Leicester  and  seek  to  augment 
local  resources  by  means  of  a  bulk  supply  from  Birmingham. 
The  Survey  Report  for  the  West  Midland  Area  reinforced  this 
recommendation,  and  a  scheme  has  been  promoted  by  the  Borough 
Council  to  obtain  a  bulk  supply  from  Birmingham,  the  water 
being  extracted  at  Whitacre'from  the  River  Blythe,  whose  gather¬ 
ing  ground  extends  from  Ansley  in  the  north  to  Lapworth  in  the 
south. 

It  is  proposed  that  this  water  shall  be  conveyed  by  means  of 
new  pumping  mains  to  a  new  reservoir  at  Oldbury,  connected  to 
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the  reservoir  at  Tuttle  Hill  (the  capacity  of  which  will  be  in¬ 
creased)  and  by  means  of  a  branch  pumping  main  from  Church 
End  to  the  reservoir  at  Robinsons  End;  the  ring  being  completed 
by  a  short  length  between  the  Whittleford  Pumping  Station  and 
Stockingford.  Provision  is  also  made  in  the  scheme  for  supplies 
to  neighbouring  districts  on  all  sides  of  the  Borough. 

A  few  Pet  Shops  have  been  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals 
Act  1951,  but  it  is  believed  that  there  are  no  premises  to  which 
the  Rag  Flock  Act,  1951,  applies. 

Refuse  Collection  and  disposal  are  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Housing 

The  large  number  of  applicants  remaining  on  the  Council’s 
housing  list  has  precluded  the  Department  from  representing  a 
great  many  houses  which  it  is  believed  are  no  longer  fit  for 
habitation.  Freer  Street,  comprising  about  twenty  houses,  most 
of  which  are  in  extremely  dilapidated  or  dangerous  condition,  was 
declared  to  be  a  Clearance  Area  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

The  Licensing  Justices  approached  the  Council  during  the 
year  to  organise  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Trade  to  consider  the 
report  of  the  Catering  Trade  working  party.  This  was  arranged 
and  manufacturers  lent  glass-washing  equipment  which  was 
demonstrated  and  the  Coventry  Public  Health  Laboratory  pro¬ 
vided  a  display  of  cultures. 

As  a  result  of  representation  by  the  local  branch  of  the 
Master  Butchers’  Association  an  informal  meeting  was  also 
arranged  to  discuss  recommendations  for  improvement  of  the 
Public  Abattoir.  It  had  not  been  generally  appreciated  that 
although  the  abattoir  is  the  property  of  the  Borough  it  is  leased 
to  the  Ministry  and  therefore  enjoys  Crown  immunity;  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  are  consequently  only  able  to  offer  advice. 
Since  then  certain  small  improvements  have  been  authorised 
pending  publication  of  the  Ministry’s  national  scheme  for  the 
concentration  of  slaughterhouses,  but  until  the  latter  is  known 
it  will  evidently  be  impossible  fully  to  implement  the  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  inter-departmental  committee  on  meat  inspection. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1951  came  into 
force  during  the  year  and  requires  the  provision  of  water  and  in 
certain  cases  food  for  animals  awaiting  slaughter. 

During  the  year  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Amendment 
Regulations  also  came  into  force  requiring  provision  of  ther¬ 
mometers  to  control  manufacture  of  ice  cream  so  as  to  reduce  the 
effect  of  any  bacterial  contamination.  This  provision  had  been 
postponed  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  necessary 
equipment  at  the  time  the  regulations  were  brought  into  force. 

Notices  requesting  customers  not  to  take  dogs  into  food  shops 
were  issued  to  any  proprietor  who  would  accept  them. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

The  recommended  composite  form  for  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases  and  food  poisoning  was  introduced  during  the 
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year  in  place  of  forms  previously  designed  for  the  notification  of 
certain  diseases  separately. 

The  Leprosy  Regulations,  providing  for  notification  direct 
to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  instead  of  to  the 
Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regula¬ 
tions,  re-defining  the  condition  to  include  cases  which  would 
otherwise  be  obscured  by  treatment  with  modern  drugs,  have  both 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  local  practitioners. 

Infectious  diseases  have  followed  a  very  similar  pattern  to 
the  previous  year  with  the  exception  of  influenza  and  sonne 
dysentery;  the  diagnosis  of  the  latter  being  now  easier  perhaps 
accounts  for  some  increase  in  the  notifications. 

The  incidence  of  measles  in  different  age  groups  was  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  but  younger  children 
were  principally  affected  early  in  the  epidemic. 

There  were  ten  confirmed  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis;  three 
were  adults  and  seven  were  children  of  six  years  or  under.  Seven 
cases  were  non-paralytic  though  two  suffered  transient  paresis  and 
three  cases,  all  children,  have  some  residual  paralysis. 

The  one  case  of  diphtheria  notified  occurred  in  a  child  stated 
to  have  been  immunised  at  the  age  of  one  year  and  was  not  fatal. 
Approximately  threequarters  of  children  in  the  Borough  are  now 
immunised  against  diphtheria  by  the  time  they  leave  school,  and 
with  slender  staff  efforts  are  being  made  to  achieve  this  proportion 
at  a  very  much  earlier  age.

Various  items  of  repair  and  redecoration  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year,  more  particularly  the  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  has  been  improved. 

Administratiorij  and  other  Legislation 

There  is  a  maxim  that  the  history  of  Local  Government  is  the 
history  of  Public  Health,  because  the  sanitary  and  health 
services  have  played  so  great  a  part  in  shaping  the  administrative 
authorities  which  we  know  to-day.  The  services  required  are 
always  changing,  however,  and  Local  Authorities  are  now  adminis¬ 
tering  many  services  for  which  they  were  not  designed;  it  is  not 
surprising  therefore,  that  in  some  instances  the  tail  now  wags  the 
dog,  the  structure  of  local  government  being  influential  and 
determining  the  services  which  can  be  provided,  and  that  in  other 
instances  adaptation  has  proved  impossible  and  other  kinds  of 
local  authority  have  been  devised. 

The  transfer  of  certain  health  functions  from  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  the  Minister  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  differentiating  the  environmental  from  the 
personal  health  services,  was  a  complicated  way  (so  far  as  health 
administration  is  concerned)  of  establishing  both  the  success  of 
sanitary  legislation  in  the  past  and  the  majority  of  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  but  it  is  ironical  indeed  that  this  should  happen  when  the 
services  which  might  well  be  provided  by  an  elected  local 
authority  are  increasingly  being  entrusted  to  nominated  ad  hoc 
authorities. 

The  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act  1951  illustrates  the

sort  of  difficulty  that  may  arise,  for  in  the  increasing  burden  of 
new  housing  estates  on  old  sewage  disposal  works  lies  the  germ 
of  an  antagonism. 

History  is  repeating  itself,  indeed,  and  the  Boroughs  are 
sufficiently  long-established  to  have  witnessed — and  survived — the 
period  some  eighty  years  ago  when  the  number  and  variety  of  ad 
hoc  authorities  compelled  progression  towards  general  purpose 
local  authorities.  That  this  progress  should  have  been  reversed 
within  twenty  years  of  its  zenith,  which  is  very  largely  due  to  an 
anachronistic  system  of  finance,  shows  that  the  lesson  has  not  yet 
been  learned;  but  this  time  the  non-County  Boroughs  must  wit¬ 
ness  the  cycle  as  subordinates. 

As  recommended  in  the  memorandum  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Man-Power  Committee  certain  health  functions  are  exer¬ 
cised  by  a  sub-Committee  of  the  County  Health  Committee  upon 
which  the  Borough  Council  is  represented,  and  the  appointment  of 
Area  Medical  Officer  is  combined  with  that  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health;  since  the  work  is  inextricably  intermingled  this  somewhat 
complicated  expedient  may  work  well  enough,  but  it  means  that 
the  executive  officer,  in  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the  health  and 
sanitary  authorities,  must  act  in  the  capacity  of  agent  to  one  and 
adviser  to  the  other,  while  the  interests  of  the  two  are  not  neces¬ 
sarily  the  same  in  that  the  means  to  achieve  a  particular  end  may 
be  viewed  differently  by  different  kinds  of  local  authorities. 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Amendment  Act  1951,  the 
Council  have  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  apply 
for  an  order  committing  certain  persons  either  to  a  hospital  or  to 
welfare  accommodation  in  case  of  emergency;  this  power  was  not 
exercised  during  the  year,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this 
is  the  first  case  in  which  legislation  has  returned  to  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  a  function  relating  to  a  personal  health 
service. 

Staff 

It  was  a  very  great  blow  to  the  department  to  start  the  year 
knowing  that  Mr.  Mortimer,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  shortly 
to  retire.  I  cannot  imagine  any  officer  being  more  highly  respec¬ 
ted  for  his  long  experience  and  expert  advice,  a  testimony  only 
matched  by  the  great  memorial  of  a  flourishing  town  with  sanitary 
services  which  have  grown  under  his  hand.  I  have  good  reason 
to  express  my  own  admiration  and  gratitude,  having  relied  upon 
him  so  largely  for  his  guidance  at  the  time  of  the  late  Dr.  Hors- 
burgh’s  illness,  but  am  happy  to  submit  with  this  report  an 
appreciation  by  his  assistant  and  successor,  Mr.  K.  P.  Llewellyn. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  also  a  great  deal  of  help  received  from 
the  officers  of  other  departments  and  authorities  and  particularly 
of  the  entire  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  to  thank  you 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  the  consideration  you 
have  shown  me  during  the  year.

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RETIREMENT  OF  MR.  MORTIMER— AN  APPRECIATION 

The  thirty-first  of  March,  1951,  marked  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  F.  W.  Mortimer,  who  had  served  this  Borough  in  the  capacity 
of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  twenty-one  years. 

Mr.  Mortimer  first  came  to  Nuneaton  from  Coventry  in 
December,  1919,  as  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  left  to 
take  up  a  post  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  the  Padiham  Urban  District  Council  in  July,  1920. 

He  returned  to  Nuneaton  in  June,  1923,  to  take  up  his  duties 
as  Additional  Sanitary  and  was  appointed  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  the  retirement  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Andrew  in  December, 
1930. 

He  is  without  doubt  an  outstanding  person  in  his  profession 
and  has  the  respect  of  many  friends  and  colleagues  in  various 
parts  of  the  country. 

In  particular,  Nuneaton  has  benefited  greatly  from  the  slum 
clearance  work  which  he  undertook  prior  to  1939. 

The  excellent  relationship  existing  between  the  Meat  Trade 
in  Nuneaton  and  surrounding  districts  and  the  staff  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  office  is  due  entirely  to  Mr.  Mortimer’s 
efforts.  He  was  an  expert  in  all  branches  of  this  trade  and 
earned  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all  connected  with  it. 

During  the  war  his  work  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence 
was  another  commitment  which  he  discharged  with  credit  and 
which  made  his  name  even  wider  known  and  more  respected. 

To  the  people  of  the  Borough  he  was  at  once,  servant,  friend 
and  adviser — never  an  official — and  his  door  was  never  closed. 

Truly  did  he  carry  out  the  motto  of  his  Association  Amicus 
Humani  Generis — “  Friend  of  the  Human  Race.”
